Indluna Legislature Panaes n Bill of In- 


terest to the State Capital. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 
1.—Tha 


senate Tuesday (passed the bill under 
which it is proposed to settle the street 
railway controversy in 
Indianapolis, 


and the bill now goes to the governor 
for his signature.- 
By this bill 
all 


franchises to operate street railways in 
the city are wiped out and the city is 
left to make a contract .for a thirty- 
four year franchise with the reorgan- 
ized Citizens' company. It is provided 
In the law that if the city fail to con- 
tract with this company the franchise 
shall be sold at auction in January, 
1900, to the highest bidder tor a period 
of not more than thirty years. 
The 


governor will sign the bill. . 


Much interest, has centered in the

The 
fact that this draff was promptly .paid 
gave them a standing at the bank, 
and -when the bogus draft was pre-' 
sen ted and the banker was told that 
the money was needed to pay for 
-horses purchased the cash was us-: 
tially forthcoming.

Later he went to New Or- 
leans, where an uncle lived, and con- 
tinned his school work in the New Or- 
leans high school. Returning to Phil- 
adelphia ,he secured'a place 
on

"Philadelphia Press in 1857 as copy boy, 
and from this dated his newspaper

- • When John W. 
Forney 
went 
to 


Washington in 1S61 to become secre- 
tary'of the senate, he brought along 
,Y6vmg, who by that time had become a 
fluent writer. While acting as Colonel 
Forney's private secretary Mr. Young 
continued his writings to the Phila- 
delphia Press, and it was -by his de- 
•cription of the first battle of Bull Run 
that he won his spurs as a war corre- 
spondent. He followed the army of the 
Potomac to the end of the Chlckahom- 


campaign. In 1864 he accompanied 


JOHN RUSSELL YOUNG. 


General Nathaniel P. Banks oh .the 
Red river expedition. On returning he 
became managing editor of the Phil- 
adelphia Press, which he resigned In 
1865 to start the Morning Post, which, 
.however, was not a success. 


He had contributed to the New York 


Tribune, and his pleasing style attract- 
ed the attentio^ of Horace Greeley, 
ifith the result that in 1866 Young be- 
came managing editor of the paper' 
IWith which Greeley had so long been 
associated. 
'At that time Young was 


only 25 years old. His leisure time; he 
devoted to the study of law, and in 
1867 was admitted to the ba* in New 
.York city. In 1870 he again tried the 
establishment of a newspaper of his 
trwn, the Standard. 


About this time, however, Secretary 


Eoutwell, who was at the head of the 
treasury, department 
in President 


Grant's cabinet, induced Youug to grf 
abroad to look Into financial affairs. 
While on this mission the awtul days 
ct the Paris commune took place, and 
'Mr. Young's account of the rise and 
fall of the commune and of the stirring 
days through which the Frencih capital 
passed is regarded as one of the .best 
examples of English descriptive writ- 
Ing. ; 


In 1872 he became the European rep- 


resentative of the New York Herald, 
and spent two years in London and 
Paris, and another year in work and 
travel on the continent. In 1877 Gen- 
eral Grant started upon his memorable 
trip around the world, and on his in- 
vitation Mr.'.'.Young joined the parl.y. 
This made him for two years almost a 
member of fhe family of the great gen- 
eral, and a warm friendship sprang up 
between them. 
After the return Mr; 


RToung wrote "Around the World with 
General Grant." 


During this trip Mr. 
Young . was 


specially interested id China, to which 
country President Arthur sent him in 


. 1882 as United: Stuts» minister. He re- 
mained in China until the opening of 
the first Cleveland 
administration, 


when he returned to this country- and 
engaged in literary and business pur- 
suits.
